WASHINGTON OP—Surgeon Gen­ 
eral Leonard A. Scheele confirmed 
Tuesday night that it probably will 
not be possible to inoculate all 
children aged I through 19 against 
polio this summer, as originally 
hoped. 
“ Making and testing vaccine is 
a difficult and delicate process,” 
Scheele said in a nationwide radio­ 
television report on the Salk vac­ 
cine situation. “ You cannot make 
viruses meet deadlines. You can­ 
not force scientific work to meet 
dates on a calendar. And it must 
be kept in mind that the entire 
process of manufacturing a batch 
of vaccine takes about 90 days. 
“This is a reason why we can 
give you no precise estim ates of 
how much vaccine will be avail­ 
able at any given tim e.” 
Stressing that the government 
policy is “ safety, not speed, ex­ 
cept as the latter is compatible 
with safety,” Scheele told of the 
studies which led to adoption May 
27 of revised manufacturing and 
testing standards. 
He said these standards require 
some changes in the operating 
procedures of the six licensed vac­ 
cine producers, and continued: 
“The 
m anufacturers 
have 
as­ 
sured me that they can and will 
produce vaccine under these re­ 
quirements. But I want to make 
it clear that they will not be able 
to produce enough vaccine to im­ 
munize all children this sum m er.”

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WASHINGTON IJH — Eighteen years ago news­ 
papers carried pictures of Walter Reuther, his 
face bloodied, after a beating by company tough 
guys for trying to organize auto workers into a 
union. 
This week newspapers carried pictures of the 
same Reuther, all smiles, sitting beside smiling] 
John S. Bugas, a Ford Motor Co. vice president, 
after their agreem ent on an historic contract. 
Those bloody days of 1937 may seem primitive 
now. 
In the intervening years the United Auto 
Workers has become the largest union in the CIO, 
it has organized all the auto m akers’ plants and 
the industry has learned to live with it. 
An historian, looking back on this week 200 years 
from now', may think the way UAW President 
Reuther and Bugas worked out the contract was 
as sensational as the principle they agreed on: 
a guaranteed annual wage. 
Both sides negotiated as businessmen. 
Neither 
made swaggering threats beforehand, thus making 
compromise 
possible. 
Both 
compromised. 
The 
company yielded more than it originally offered; 
Reuther accepted less than he demanded. 
That historian, looking back with the hindsight of 
history and the evidence of events which haven’t 
occurred yet, may decide the m aturity both sides 
showed in this case was the coming of age of 
American labor and management. 
Perhaps th at is true for the UAW and the auto 
industry and they will henceforth live peacefully. 
But it won’t be true with other unions and other 
industries and it may not be true for the UAW and 
the auto makers. 
This week’s Ford-UAW settlement, friendly as it 
was, was a cold-blooded business. 
If Ford defied 
the union and the workers struck, the company 
might have lost disastrously in the fierce competi­ 
tion with General Motors. 
If GM now doesn't grant the UAW what Ford did, 
and there’s a strike, the giant of the industry may 
suffer terrible damage. But in any auto strike that 
lasted long the workers would suffer terribly too. 
It is nice to think labor and management in the 
auto industry have become m ature. 
But if they 
are m ature now, their coming, of age had its roots 
in a factor both sides recognized in each other; 
both hold enormous power to hurt each other. 
But it will be a long time before all unions and 
industries will work out their problems as peace­ 
fully as the auto industry and the UAW. This may 
be particularly true in the South, where the merged 
AFL-CIO plans big organizing drives. In some areas 
of the South the growing pains haven't started yet.

A season in a dusty corner may 
not harm your galoshes, but such 
treatment can’t do your camera 
any good. Proper care and treat­ 
ment of your camera will help you 
get good pictorial mementos of 
your summer vacation. 
But if you did relegate your 
camera to some cobwebby shelf 
during the winter months, now’s 
the time to take 
it out, well in ad­ 
vance of that car 
trip you’re plan­ 
ning. Have your 
p h o to g ra p h ic 
supply d e ale r 
give it a thor­ 
ough checking to 
make sure it’s in 
perfect working 
order. If it’s an 
old camera, have it checked for 
light leak. Also, pick up an ample 
supply of film in case you may 
want to take pictures en route 
where film supplies may not be 
available. If you plan to take some 
indoor shots or night scenes, get 
the proper flash equipment and an 
adequate supply of bulbs. In case 
you want to record your vacation 
story in both black-and-white and 
color, you might take two cameras, 
each loaded with different film. 
En route, keep your camera in 
a case to protect it from hard 
knocks, dust and moisture. Never 
put your camera in the glove com­ 
partment or on the back window 
shelf, where extreme heat can 
damage the film. To get clear snap­ 
shots, make sure the lens is free 
cf dust and fingerprints. Grit or 
sand should be blown off the lens: 
rubbing may scratch the surface. 
If you’re doing any beach photog­ 
raphy, remember to keep your 
camera away from the sand, which 
is ruinous to the works. Also, a 
filter will protect the lens from 
beach spray. 
To get good prints, have your 
films processed as soon as possible 
after your trip is over. Then ar­ 
range the photos in an album and 
in a sequence that best tells the 
story of another wonderful auto­ 
mobile adventure.

The 35-year-old Tennessee gov­ 
ernor told Chicago and Cook Coun­ 
ty D em ocratic organization work­ 
ers and boosters that all local and 
regional elections since 1952 point 
to “ a landslide victory on a n a­ 
tional level for the 
D em ocratic 
p arty in 1956; and over anybody.” 
Another speaker in the spotlight 
as a possible 1956 candidate was 
Adlai E. Stevenson, the 1952 Dem ­ 
ocratic presidential nom inee, who 
has not said w hether he will run 
again. 
Clem ent, referring to the form er 
Illinois governor, said, “ After E i­ 
senhower, Stevenson.” He d ep art­ 
ed from his prepared text to add:

Queen Opens 
New Session 
Of Parliament 


LONDON 
Queen Elizabeth II 
opened a new session of Parlia­ 
ment today under the shadow of 
Britain’s gravest industrial crisis 
since the general strike of 1926. 
After only a passing reference 
to the crippling 12-day-old nation­ 
al railroad strike, she pledged the 
vast resources of the Common­ 
wealth to the cause of peace. She 
stressed that in all efforts Britain 
‘will continue to work in close 
accord with the United States.”

Her address was prepared as 
usual by Prime Minister Eden and 
members of his Conservative gov­ 
ernment, and charted his general 
policies. 
The Queen made only one men- 
'ipn of the strike, saying: 
“The grave situation created by 
he interruption of railway serv­ 
ices made it necessary to advance 
he date of the opening of Parlia­ 
ment.

ministers to take steps needed to 
maintain supplies and services es­ 
sential to the life of the commu­ 
nity.”

^ rn - 
Several Ailments, Medics Assert 


SEEK TO DISMISS CHARGES

By ALTON L. BLAKESLEE 
ATLANTIC CITY, N. J. WV-May- 
be your aches, pains and tensions 
are due to hypokinetic disease. 
That means lack of motion or 
exercise. 
And there’s evidence, a medical 
team said Wednesday, that lack of 
exercise makes you a more likely 
candidate for heart attacks, for 
diabetes, backaches, tensions or 
“nerves,” fatness, stiff neck and $ 
few other ailments. 
The case for exercise and physi­ 
cal fitness for health and longevity 
was presented to the* American 
Medical Assn. by Dr. Hans Kraus, 
Miss Bonnie Pruden Hirschland 
and Dr. Kurt Hirschhom of the In­ 
stitute for Physical Medicine and 
Rehabilitation, New York Univer­ 
sity. 
They cited studies, some of them 


their own, showing: 
Heart attacks are twice as com­ 
mon among London bus drivers, 
who sit down all day, as among 
bus conductors, who move about. 
Fifty six per cent of several thou­ 
sand U. S. children couldn’t pass 
six simple muscle tests, as against 
8 per cent of European youngsters. 
Among 5,000 adults with back­ 
aches, 80 per cent had no organic 
or physical difficulty, but couldn’t 
pass six simple exercise tests for 
strength and flexibility of key mus­ 


cles for posture. Given some cor­ 
rective exercises, their backaches 
disappeared. 
The medical team said the physi­ 
cally inactive person show’s signs 


j of aging earlier than the cxer- 
risers. 
Undrexercising “may well con- 
| tribute to organic disease by stor­ 
ing emotional tension and pro- 
| ducing all the diseases associated 
with stress,” the report declared, 
j 
It said some studies find a great- 
| er tendency in the physically 
i n ­ 
active for ulcer of the duodenum 
or first part of the intestine, for 
cancer of the lung, appendicitis, 
cancer of the prostate gland, dia­ 
betes and cirrhosis of the liver.
